Captain Blanton Winship, of the Six- 
teenth infantry, one of the best known 
and most popular Georgians in the ser- 
vice, has just been given a most impor- 
tant and desirable appointment, being as-

department with the rank of major. This 
is the legal department of the army. 

For soOme time Captain Winship has 
been acting judge advocate and the rec- 
ord he made has met the enthusiastic in- 
dorsement of Judge Advocate General 
Davis and his associates. Before going 
into the army Captain Winship was a 


highly successful young lawyer at Ma-. 


con, and in the Philippines he did @ 
good deal of important legal work, as 
well as seeing very active service in the 
field in the days of the insurrection. A 
vacancy occurring in the judge advocate 
general's department, Captain Winship 
was strongly pressed for the place by

He Will Likely Be Assigned to 
Duty With Militia 


Goveror Terrell Has Asked for Cap- 
tain Spence, and It Is Believed 
at Washington That the 
Governor’s Request Will 
Be Granted.

Washington, December 9.—(Special.)— 
The probability is that Captain Bob 
Spence, of the Eighth infantry, will be 
assigned to duty with the militia of Geor- 
gia. This is not settled, for no assign- 
ment has as yet been made for Grorgia, 
nor will it be made for several weeks. 

The different governors have been ask- 
ed whether they had a preference as be- 
tween retired officers and officers on the 
active list, the last congress having au- 
thorized the department to assign to this 
duty twenty officers on the retired list. 
In reply Governor Terrell telegraphed: 
“y do not desire a detail except from the 
actual service and to rank not lower than 
captain.”’ 

The states which want the retired offi- 
cers will be first considered and after- 
wards the others, so Georgia will prab- 
ably not be reached for several weeks. 
Some states prefer the retired officers

Tokio, December 9.—A strong Russian 
squadron, consisting, of eight war ships, 
including two aettleships, has arrived at 
Chemulpo, Koréa, the port of Seoul, the 
capital, to. support. Russia's opposition 
to the proposed opening of Yongampho 
to the commerce of the world. The Rus- 
sians threaten to land 3,000 men and 


} march on Seoul should Korea disregard 


their warning. 
Japan Wants Russia’s Reply. 

Yokohama, December 9.—Advices_ re- 
ceived here today from Tokio say Russia’s 
reply to the Japanese proposals has not 
yet been received, and it is not believed 
that it will be finally decisive, but will 
probably necessitate further negotiations 
on the ‘subject of minor details. 

It ig belleved that unless Japan's mini- 
mum demands are virtually conceded, the 
cabinet at Tokio may decline any amend- 
ments. 

In any case a section of the Japanese 
diet is expected to impeach the cabinet 
for its apparent lack of aggressiveness, 
but the result is doubtful as the gov- 
ernment can dissolve the house if the op- 
position threatens to embarrass its for- 
eign policy. 

Japan, generally, is calmly awaiting 
Russia's reply, ready to end the suspense 
one way or the othéf, but resolved not to 
yield anything of Ner present moderate 


stand. i 
Apprehension Is Caused. 

London, December 9.—The Tokio dis- 
patch announcing tile arrival of a Rus- 
sian fleet off Ch po was communi- 
cated to the fotelgn. office by the Asso- 
ciated Press and was received with ap- 
prehension, though it was not confirmed 
by any foreign office dispatches from 
the Far East. It was said that if the 
information from Tokio is correct, it 
would almost certainly nullify any nego- 
tiations, however pacific, now proceed- 
ing between Russia and Japan. 

The Japanese legation had no confirma- 
tion of the Tokio report. and Baron 
Hayashi, the Japanese minister, said he 
was inclined to discredit it. 

United States Backing Japan? 

Berlin, December 9.—The National 
Zeitung, which has recently published a 
number of accurate telegrams from S8t. 
Petersburg, today printed the following 
from St. Petersburg under yesterday’s 
date: 

‘In declaring that a Russo-Japanese 
settlement is imméediately at hand the 
diplomats doubtless base their opinion on 
the well-established fact that during the 
three weeks there had been an exreed- 
ingly active exchange of telegrams be- 
tween Tokio and Washington, which sud- 
denly stopped two days ago, The diplo- 
mats conclude from this circum- 
stance that the governments of the United 
States and Japan had been engaged in 
highiy important negotiations as regards 
common action against Russia and that 
the negotiations have been concluded. 
Whether they lad to positive results or 
simply disclosed the -impossibility of 
reaching an agreement, the aiplomats ex- 
pect to ascertain from Washington or 
Tokio.” 

Editorially The Nationa] Zeitung says 
#t does not expect the United States will 
seriously oppose Russia, ‘“‘which has been 
acting as pace-maker for American com- 


merce.”’ 


TRIAL OF KISHINEFTF SLAYERS. 


Over Five Hundred Witnesses Have 
Given Evidence, 


St. Petersburg, December 9.—The first 
trial of persons alleged to be involved 
in the massacre of Jews at Kishineff, 
it is expected, will be concluded this 
week. The court already hag taken the 
evidence of 566 witnesses, One of the 
leading counsel, M. Shmakoff, handed his 
brief to a colleague because he was com- 
pelled to go to Moscow on official bus!- 
ness. This gave rise to a report that the 
counsel for the defense had thrown up 
their briefs and thet the prosecuting 
counsel were expected to do likewise, 
because of the alleged refusal of~- the 
court to interrupt the trial and undertake 
a fresh preliminary investigation in or- 
der to discover the report of the cul- 
prits,

PILOTS WIN IN THEIR CASE. 


Compulsory Pilotage Law Declared 
Constitutional. 


Norfolk, Va., December 9.—The case if- 
stituted in this city with a view to end 
disptes as to the constitutionality of the 
compulsory pilotage laws has thus far 
resulted victoriously for the Virginia pPi- 
lots’ Association. In the supreme court 
of appeals today at Richmond a writ of 
error was refused in the case of Dar- 
den v. Thompson, from the Norfolk court 
of law and chancery. This means that 
the court of appeals has decided that the 
pilotage laws are constitutional ang that 
the association members have a legal 
right to collect charges from ship mas- 
ters and ship owners. The case will be 
appealed to the United States supreme 
court. 


In Defens> of Morgan. 


Washington, December 9.—A hrief in 
behalf of Messrs. J. P. Morgan, Ro 
Bacon and Daniel 8. Lamont, appell ee 
with others, in the case of the United 
States versus the Northern Securities 
Company, was filed in the United States 
supreme court today by Attorneys Fran- 
cis Stetson and David Wilcox. They 
claim that the socalled merger was en- 
tirely lawful.

HORCAN FIRES 
ON ROOSEVELT 


Alabama Senator Attacks the 
President's Panama Policy 


Negotiation of Treaty Styled “a 
Most Abominable and a Most 
Horrible Transaction’’—Tell- 
er Attacks General 


Wood. 


Washington, December . 9.—Senator 
Teller concluded his speech in opposition 
to the Cuban reciprocity bill today and 
Senator Morgan was heard in opposition 
to that measure, The Alabama senator 
devoted the greater part of his attention 
to the Panama canal question. 

Mr. Teller took up the question of the 
activity of General Wood while acting as 
governor of Cuba itn behalf of Cuban 
reciprocity with the United States. He 
said there were official records to show 
that the Cuban government had paid to 
exceed $15,000 {n that interest during 
Gereral Wood’s administration. He de- 
clared that the press of both the United 
States and Cube had been utilized in sup- 
port of the policy of reciprocity and 
quoted figures showing the amounts paid 
for newspapers advocating this policy. 

Mr. Morgan took occasion in the course 
of his remarks to refer frequently to the 
Panama canal treaty, and in that con- 
nection he again freely criticised what 
he denominated “presidential ursurpa- 
tion.”’ He declared that the United 
States is becoming affected to the core 
with covetousness and said the country 
Seemed to be quivering witlr toubt as to 
whether it should go over entirely or pur- 
sue the better course of qur national 
fathers. So far as he was concerned he 
would not be so mean as to yield toa 
temptation to simply adwance the com- 
mercia] interests of his state. He spoke 
of the 20 per cent reduction guiranteed 
by the bill to Cuban products, but warned 
the people that it might turn cut to be a 
Spooner Dill, which this government 
could evade or not as it sees At. Indeed, 
he asserted, the United States would 
do as it might please with the island of 
Cuba, which, he declared, is little more 
than a dependency. 

“She is,” he said, “now fettered to the 
decks of our war ships as firmily as Pro- 
fessor Langley’s airship was ever attach- 
ed to his houseboat.”’ 


“A Grotesque Act.” 

He spoke of the negotiation of the 
Panama canal treaty as a grotesque act 
and declaned that Panama hd ‘“‘no more 
right t oappoint a minister to the United 
States than that country had to conse- 
Crate a saint, 

“He came,” the senator added, ‘“‘ns a 
swift-winged messenger of falsehood, dis- 
patched on his mission by the Panama 
Canal Company,” 

Mr. Morgan said that Cuba would do 
well to give careful heed to our pur- 
poses in the legislation under considera- 
tion. They should not follow the old 
adage not to look a gift horse in the 
mouth, for in this case, ‘‘the gift horse 
is a bronco which greets them with a. 
whinney and may send them back with 
a kick.’’ 

Returning to the Panama situation, Mr. 
Morgan said that the United States is 


practically at war with Colombia as the | 


result of the fact that the president had 
falien into a trap. He wanted, he said, 
to save the senate from this same trap 
and again referred to Bunau-Varilla, the 
Panama minister and after reviewing 
briefly that gentleman's history as an 
engineer and contractor on the Panama 
canal, he said that he had “contracted 
wisely and well and hal fet the isthmus 
a rich man,’’ Mr. Morgan declared that 
he had no purpose of creating a sensa- 
tion, but that his whole purpose was 
to warn the senate against ratifying a 
treaty, the negotiation of which he char- 
acterized as “fa most wretched, a most 
abominable and a most horrible trans- 
action.”’ 

Notwithstanding this was the case, the 
senator continued, ‘‘the senate sleeps over 
this breach of the Monroe doctrine, while 
the president of France and the presi 
dent of the United States stand over 
the recumbent figure and in tone in 
unison their solemn and satisfied amen.” 

He expressed the opinion that the cost 
of the Panama canal in its early stages 
would be so great as to cause congress 
to stop the appropriations before the en- 
terprise had gone far and thus accom- 


plish the purpose of the transcontinental | 


failways in preventing the constructions 
of any canal. 
The President’s Message. 

Discussing the president's message, he 
said the chief executive had failed to 
execute the Spooner law because it was 
distasteful to him and that he had noi 
succeeded in formulating any satisfactory 
excuse for his course. He predicted that 
the time would come when Cuba would 
“clip the threads that restrain her and 
bind her to us and again float off into 
the sea of Ifberty.” 

In such an effort, he continued, Cuba 
might find a friend in Germany, which 
might follow our example and create a 
state of independence in a night and 
then annex it with the coming sunrise. 
No doubt there would be fighting, for 
who, he asked, ‘is more eager to fight 
than Emperor William LI or our stren- 
uous president?” 

He then proceeded to say that only 
yesterday he had met a great democrat, 
who had “had a place in our affairs only 
second in importance to the presidency, 
and had made a name for himself in 
diplomacy (evidently meaning former Sec- 
retary Olney), who had bowed his head 
as he said, ‘For the first time in my 
life, I have to confess that I am ashamed 
of the attitude of my country.’” 

Mr. Morgan, reverting again to Cuba, 
said: 

“Gur relations with that island ought 
to remain as they are so far us our 
economic policy i concerned, or she ought 
to be admitted as a state.”

PANAMA FACTS 


Senator ntoduces Resolution 
Aimed at the President, 


Hoar Wants All the Facts in Regard 
to the Secession of the Isthmus 
from Colombia Transmitted 
to the United States 
Senate. 


Washington, December 9.—Senator Hoar 
today introduced the following resolu- 
tion: 

Resolved, That the president be re- 
quested, if not in his judgment incom- 
patible with the public interest, to com- 
municate to the senate such facts 4s 
may be in his possession or in that of 
any .of the executive departments as 
will show at the time of the ratification 
of the treaty with the republic of Pan- 
ama, lately communicated to the senate 
that that province, Panama, had suc- 
cessfully established its independence, 
had lawfully adopted a constitution and 
had given authority to the persons with 
whom said treaty purported to have 
been made to negotiate and ratify the 
same: also, the population of said repub- 


lic of Panama, at that time, its capac- | 


ity for self government, and the race 
and character of the persons composing 
it; also whether the officials negotiating 
or ratifying the treaty on the part of 
Panama had any personal or private in- 
tention relating to the construction of 
the canal across the isthmus of Panama, 
also whether the constitution of the re- 
puklic of Colombia authorized the seces- 
sion of Panama therefrom, and whether 
Colombia was prevented by the action 
of the United States or by any Officer or 
force under the jurisdiction of the same 
from attempting to assert its euthority 
or to prevent such secession, and what 
instructions, if any, had been given by 
the government of the United States to 
such officers, whether civil, military or 
naval, nd whether if any action had been 
taken by such Officers without special 
authority; what action was so taken and 
whether such action had been approved 
or disapproved by the government of the 
United States; also at what time in- 
formation of any revolution or resist- 
ance to the government of Colombia in 
Panama was received by the government 


of the United States or any department | 


thereof, and whether any information 
was received of any expected or intended 
revolution before jt occurred and the 
date of such information. 

By general agreement the _ resolution 
went over until tomorrow without dis- 
cussion. 


JUDGE LANDS ON: BOODLEBS. 


Grand Jury Ordered To Hit Bribe 
Givers and Bribe Takers. 


Kansas Ciey, December 9.—In instruct- 
ing the grand jury that met today to 
investigate alleged boodling in Kansas 
City, Kan., Judge Fisher said: 

“In this community there has grown 
to be a sentiment that pure municipal 
government is an unobtainable thing; 
that every man has his price. Such a 
condition is appalling, and demoralizing. 
Let no bribe-giver, bribe taker or corrupt 
public official escape.’’

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From All Parls of Colombia 
Troops Are Reported March- 
ing on the Isthmus 


UNITED STATES READY 
TO: REPEL INVADERS 


Colombian Troops Will Not Be Al- 
lowed To Cross the Frontier. 
American Troops in Readi- 
ness To Be Rushed to 
Isthmus. 


la Guayra, Venezuela, December 9.— 
The French steamer Versailles, which 
has arrived here from Savanilla, reports 
that Colombian steamers have landed 
1,100 men from Cartagena near the 
mouth of the Atrota river, gulf of Da- 
over the Darien 
mountains into Panama. Other troops 
from the department of Cauca, Colombia, 
are said to be converging on Panama, 
and from all parts of Colombia troops 
are reported to be marching or awaiting 
on the result of General Reyes’ mission 
to Washington. 

Colombia Will Fight. 

Bogota, December 7, via Colon, De- 
cember 9.—A prominent and well-inform- 
ed politician who is close.to the govern- 
ment, when questioned today by the As- 
sociated Press correspondent, declined to 
give any expression of opinion concerning 
the ratification of the canal treaty by the 
government of the republic of Panama. 


The following expression of the attitude 
of the Colombian government, however, 
is authorized, the strict censorship. pre- 
venting a fuller report: 

“The statement issued by United §tates 
Secretary of State Hay, in explanation of 
the violent happenings on the isthmus 


rien, to open a way 


of Panama, has produced a mast unfor- 


tunate and destructive impression in po-. 
litical and diplomatic circles here, by rea- 
son of its contradictions and its lack of 
sincerity and logical arguments. 

“The Bogota press has auswered Secre- 
tary Hay’s statement in the most con-. 
vincing manner. The central government 
is acting and will continue to act with 
dignity and honor, but it has decided to 
combat the independence of the isthmus 
most determinedly and withoug cessation. 
Americans here continue to enjoy com- 
plete security despite the indigation of 
the peope.”’ 

American Cruisers on Guard. 

Colon, December 9.—The United States 
Atlanta is still patrolling the 
eastern end of the San Blas coast and’ 
keeping an outlook for any attempt’ on 
the part of the Colombian government to 
land troops on the isthmus, which the 
Atlanta would at once prevent. The At- 
lanta is also endeavoring to ascertain if 
the Indians know anything of the move-. 
ments of troops from the interior across 
the frontier and is also seeking informa- 
tion concerning the alleged concentra- 
tion of Colombian troops at the mouth of 
the Atrota river, on the gulf of Darien. 
The Atrota river, being in Colombian ter- 
ritory, the Atlanta, of course, could not 
interfere with any movements of Colom- 


bian troops there. 

The movements of the Atlanta are en- 
tirely of a precautionary nature and for 
the purpose of securing information. 

The United States gunboat Bancroft 
left today to patrol the western end of 
San Blas coast in cooperation with the. 
Atlanta. It is expécted that the latter 
vessel will return here in a day or two 
to report. 

United States Ready for Colombia. 

Washington, December 9.—Dr. Herran, 
the Colombian charge d'affaires, today 
authorized the statement that if troops 
from Cartagena have landed near the 
mouth of the Atrota river, as reported by 
the French steamer which has arrived at 
LaGuayra, it is directly in opposition to 
the advice of both himself and General 
Reyes. General Reyes states that the 
LaGuayra dispatch was the first infor- 
mation he had received of the reported 
movement of Colombian troops. He de- 
clared, however, that if it is true, as 
stated, that such movement has taken 
place, it was without any orders from 
him. Upon coming to Washington as the 
special representative of the Colombian 
government General Reyes temporarily 
relinquished the command of the Colom- 
bian army, the duties falling upon Gen- 
eral Castro, second in command. Gen- 
eral Reyes confirmed the statement re- 
cently made by Admiral Coghlan in a 
report to the navy department that, prior 
to his departure for Washington, he had 
given instructions to the Colombian 
troops to make no hostile demonstration 
until he was heard from. and said that 
those troops were now awaiting orders, 
which, however, would not come from 
him direct, but from the government of 


Bogota. 
The general has been fully informed by

the president himself as to the inten- 
tions of the government ofthe United 
States respecting the isthmus. Khe was 


told by the president that, as wag set out 
in the presidents message to congress, 
the United States had determined to 
maintain the independence of the new re- 
public of Panama against al} comers. 
While this guarantee is contained in a 
treaty now pending before the United 
States senate and as yet unratified, the 
administration has for some time past 
been acting upon the theory that the un- 
derstanding is in full force. Therefore 
all necessary preparations have been 
made to exert whatever physical force 
may be necessary to protect the isth- 
mian transit. No Colombian troops will 
be allowed to eross the frontier into Pan- 
ama; or, if they cross, they wi.] be eject- 
ed in due time. 
Troops Ready To Be Sent. 

The policy of the navy department with 
respect to the entry of Colombian troops 
into Panama was said today to be to 
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prevent a conflict before it commencés. 
To this end the nava} commanders in 
those waters have been given instructions 
to keep the Colombian troops at a dis- 
tance from the isthmus at points where 
a fight with the Panaman troops is like- 
ly to occur. In all naval operations, it 
may be stated on authority, the depart- 
ment is still guided by the treaty of 
1846, under which the United States 
guarantees to keep transit across the 
isthmus open. A broader interpretation 
of the duties and responsibilities of the 
government in this respect has now been 
given to this treaty, by which the protec- 
tion of the United States will not alone 
' be confined to the canal strip, but to any 
‘part of the territory of Panama. 

When seen today Lieutenant General 
Young, chief of staff, authorized the 
statement to be made that the war de- 
partment was ready to dispatch troops to 
the isthmus on short notice, should their 
presence be demanded. Although the 
statement heretofore has been denied, it 
4s learned that the department has taken 
notice of the repeated reports that Co- 
Jombian troops were assembling at dif- 
ferent points with the avowed purpose 
of making a hostile demonstration 
against Panama, and has perfected all 
military plans to repel such an invasion. 
‘General Young said that shou:d he be 
‘ealled upon to assist the navy, it would 
inot be necessary to send to the isthmus 
‘more than a regiment or two. Although 
None of the members of the joint army 
and navy board, which met today, would 
admit that the isthmian situation was 
under discussion, it is known that such 
was the case, and that both the army 
and navy are now in a state of prepared- 
ness for any conflict with Colombia which 
might arise.

Passage for Wagons Runs from Wall 
Street Along the Tracks to For- 
syth Street—Business Men 
Protest—Major McCol- 
lum Explains.

Tie Western and Atlantic railroad has 


closed down on the use which other rafl- 
roads and business firmg of the city have 
been making of the roadway running 
from Wall street under the Whitehall, 
Broad and Forsyth street bridges to a 
point just beyond the Forsyth street 
structure. The exact reason for this or- 
der is not known, but a protest has ariés- 
en among the wholesale merchants whose 
places of buSsinesg are along this wagon 
road, 

They claim that the shutting up of 
this way reatly menaces their business as 
the only other exit from track level 
along the railroad at this point is For- 
syth street leading up under the bridge 
on either side. On account of the heavy 
grade of the street well loaded wagons 
can pass over it only with the greatest 
difficulty and double teams will be made 
necessary -where only single teams are 
now used. 

The roadway in question is a part of 
the property of the state and under its 
lease the Western and Atlantic has the 
legal right to close it to all but its own 
business, 

It is stated ir some quarters that the 
reason back of this ection by the Western 
and Atlantic is the use made of the 
roadway by the Central of Georgia, which 


has. been hauling ovér it the steel used» 


On the Fourth national bank building. 
One. car of this steel was diverted over 
the Western and Atlantic, and it is said 
that under the contract with the Central 
of Georgia for delivwing this material 
the transaction was not pleasing to tue 
officials of the Western and Atlantic. 

Superintendent J. L. McCollum, of the 
Western and Atlantic, sald last night 
that it had always bcen understood that 
the wagon road was soely for the use of 
their freight terminals and shippers hav- 
ing business with them, and not for the 
public generally.

Jury Rendered a Verdict of 
Voluntary Manslaughter,

The Testimony. 


Columbus, Ga.,. December 9.~—(Special.)— 
In the superior court here tomght the 
jury brought in a verdict of voluntary 
manslaughter against R. H. Burton, who 
was on trial for killing his 17-year-old 
Son. The killing occurred in this city 
September 5 last. 

The jury was completed this morning 
and the trial began, Solicitor Gilbert rep- 
resenting the state and E. J. Wynn the 
defense. The fact that Burton killed 
his son Jesse in the presence of his 
mother, with a knife, on September 5 
last, at their home, was clearly proven, 
James Burton, brother of the dead boy, 
‘who prosecuted the case, swore that his 
father had on several occasions threat- 
ened Jesse’s life, and, in fact, had threat- 
ened all the children. 

Attorney Wynn asked him if, when he 
reached the scene of the tragedy, he 
said that he wished it “had been his 
mother who was Killed instead of Jesse, 
SO that he and Jesse could have killed 
the old man?’ He admitted fhat he 
had sald this, but that he had told a 
lady that! he was going to see that his 


father hung, and if the truth wouldn't 
hang him lies would. 


Defendant’s Daughter on Stand. 

Miss Sallie Burton, aged about seven- 
teen years, daughter of the prisoner, said 
that her father had often threatened 


to put his threat into execution. 
said that her brother did not carry con- 
cealed weapons.

brother worked, she said that he worked 
as much as her father had. 

Miss Burton, as well as her brother, 
when he was on the stand, admitted that 
her feeling towards her father was not 
good.

The defense introduced witnesses who 
Swore that Jesse Burton had threatened 
his father's iffe on various occasions, 
coupling the threat with unmentionable 
epithets, which it seemed almost incredi- 
ble that a son should apply to his own 
father.

On That Theme Senator Beveridge

Development of Commerce. 

In planning measures for the develop- 
ment of American commerce it is the pur- 
pose of the department to devote itself 
impartially to the various interests con- 
cerned in that development. All possible 
means will be employed for the extension 
of our export trade in products of the 
farm as well as in manufactured articles, 
Wherever possible the cooperation of the 
department of agriculture will be sought, 
in order that these two branches of the 
government service may work together 
for the benefit of the American farmer. 
It is highly important that the active 
measures taken by the agricultural de- 
partment to increase the productivity of 
our farmers should be supplemented in 
every possible way by efforts to provide 
a profitable market for their produce, 

The organization of the bureau of 
manufactures has been nécessarily post- 
poned in the absence of adequate appro- 
priations. No time has been lost, how- 
ever, as the work of this bureau in same 
respects will resemble certain phases of 
the present duties of the bureau of the 
census and the bureau of statistics, Some 
readjustment of work will be required 
to secure the best results from these 
branches of the sexgvice, and the plans #or 
redistribution of duties have not yet 
been fully formulated.

The Text-Book Awards, | 

The people of Georgia are to be 
highly congratulated over the work 
of the uniform schoo] text-book com- 
mission. 

The task set these able gentlemen 
by the law was, as they say, no incon- 
siderable one and precedents in other 
states gave ample reasons to appre- 
hend that the results of their labors 
might not be so popular as is desira- 
ble in such a case. The results, how- 
ever, are before us and The Consti- 
tution takes pleasure in commend- 
ing to the supreme degree the abil- 
ity, patience and admirable work ac- 
complished by the commission. 

If there is one interest in Georgia 
that more than another enlists the 
devotion of The Constitution it is 
that of our common schools. We are 
committed to the people by every 
pledge possible for us to make to 
stand sentinel over the school 
houses of the state and to make bat- 
tle at all times for those things 
which are wise, possible and neces- 
sary for the growth and efficiency of 
our public school system. 

The text-book commission began 
right. It adopted as its governing 
principle the truth that the books our 
children study are not less import- 
ant than their teachers and their 
daily influencing environments, That 
basic principle at once assured that 
no book could obtain the favor of the 
commission that did not make for 
sound education and good morals. 
It placed the standard of our common 
school curriculum upon the highest 
patriotic plane. 

In the next place, the commission 
set before their eyes the fact that 
the people demanded economy to be 
wisely married to this uniformity of 
studies and text-book character. And 
so from the first step in their delib- 
erations they made it plain to all who 
appeared before them that excellency 
and economy would be the governing 
rules of their action. When one of 
these was attempted to be ignored by 
a seeming concert of bidders there 
was an instant wiping off of the slate 
and a new proceeding ordered. 

The result is—and we speak from 
an abundance of evidence—that Geor- 
gia has been given by the action of 
the commission one of the best, most 
practical and approved lists of books 
that can be found in any state of 
equivalent conditions in the union. 
The books selected are modern, splen- 
didly constructed and most happily 
chosen to meet the needs of our 
school system as it now stands. 

On the economic side the second 
bids were lower by $100,000 than the 
first ones submitted. The contracts 
as finally let represent a carefully es- 
timated saving of $600,000 for the five 
years, or $10,000 per month for the 
sixty months. This is no mean sum 
to be left in the hands of parents with 
which to otherwise provide for their 
children. 

Taken as a whole, the work of the 
commission has been magnificent. To 
describe it less strongly would not do 
justice to the study and the wisdom 
the commission devoted to its work. 
The whole people are to be sincerely 
congratulated upon the result and 
Should be grateful to the faithful offi- 
cers who have brought it to pass.

Atlanta a Convention City. 
The recent move of the Atlanta 
chamber of commerce, expressed in 


_ the determination of President Robert 


F. Maddox to establish a standing 
committee on conventions as one of 
the important branches of the associ- 
ation’s work in behalf of Atlanta’s 
business development, directs fresh 
notice to one of the most important 
features of our civic life. 

In line with this progressive policy, 
the Piedmont hotel, of Atlanta, 
through its publicity department, has 
had a notable part in advertising the 
city as a convention center and se- 
cured a number of large gatherings to 
meet here. Every convention, of 
whatever size, is an advantage to the 
city in attracting men and money. 
The hotels have been the lever and 
Atlanta the fulcrum by means of 
which many of them have been raised 
up to look this way. 

No one who is cognizant of the vast 
benefit accruing to the city from the 
enormous influx of visitors to the Cot- 
ton States exposition of 1895, which 
resulted in a large increment to our 
population and fresh energy in our 
business life, can fail to appreciate 
the tremendous advantage that will 
flow from representative gatherings 
of political, commercial and civic or- 
ganizations in this city. The chief ob- 
ject of all advertising is to secure at- 
tention. The merchant whose attrac- 
tive presentation of his goods secures 
a large influx of visitors feels amply 
repaid for the effort and the money 
invested in bringing around this re- 
sult. If he can make demonstration 
of the fact that in the various depart- 
ments of his business he can supply 
the wants of his visitors, a train of 
steady customers is assured. The 
main object is to induce visitors, the 
rest is comparatively easy. The prin- 
ciple purpose of this city in securing 
the attendance of various conventions 
is to induce strangers to come and 
view for themselves the advantages 
and resources offered those who are 
willing to make Atlanta a permanent 
residence.

all other respects to entertain its vis- 
itors, aS was proven eight years ago 
when 100,000 people were frequently 
added to the local population. 

We have already had, among oth- 
ers this year, the national conference 
of Charities and Correction, wnoica 
brought Atlanta again prominently 
before the people of the whole coun- 
try. Several gatherings of widely 
southern interests are scheduled for 
this month; the National Marble 
Manufacturers’ Association will be in 
Atlanta next week. Such gatherings 
are significant of the growing import- 
ance of the city and a fresh indication 
of ts substantial and phenomena? mu- 
nicipal progress along approved lines. 


Harmony in New York. 

According to the various republican 
organs published in the state of New 
York, republican harmony is so thick 
up that way it can easily be cut with 
a dul] knife. There seems, however, 
to be some slight difference of opinion 
among these organs as to whether 
this harmony leaves old man Tom 
Platt at the head of things or whether 
he has been displaced to make way 
for Governor Odell. 

The Platt organs are charging that 
Governor Odell took advantage of the 
fact that he had been summoned to a 
conference with President Roosevelt 
to proclaim that Platt had been de- 
posed and he had been given the reins 
of leadership. To be sure he is quoted 
as declaring that so long as Senator 
Platt lived he would be accorded the 
nominal] leadership, but this was said 
in a way to convey the impression 
that the accent was on the nominal, 
and the Platt men are not happy. 

Senator Platt is quoted as saying 
that, of course, he is to remain as 
leader; which gives the anti-Platt re- 
publican organs occasion for sneering 
that Platt could get nobody to say 
this for him, so had to say it him- 
self. 

The situation, in a nutshell, is that 
while all elements are talking about 
harmony, there is no harmony. Gov- 
ernor Odell begins his campaign for 
the reorganization of the party by 
fighting Senator Platt’s man, the 
chairman of the New York city com- 
mittee. While the governor was in- 
dulging in a good deal of talk about 
what he is going to do to this partic- 
ular Platt lieutenant, the senator was 
taking steps which insure the failure 
of the governor’s campaign. There is, 
in short, no agreement upon anything, 
unless it be that all elements have 
pledged themselves to support the re- 
nomination of President Roosevelt. 

This is significant of nothing at all 
except that the president has his re- 
publican enemies whipped to a stand- 
still. However much some of them 
would like to see him defcated in his 
natural ambition to succeed himself, 
their wishes are doomed to disappoint- 
ment and they realize it. There is at 
present no _man in the republican 
party who dares to become a candi- 
date against President Roosevelt, nor 
is there likely to be one; those repub- 
licans who would oppose President 
Roosevelt have had to acknowledge 
humiliating defeat. 

In the light of these conditions the 
Platt-Odell row has no real national 
interest. It is nothing more than a 
contest for control of a local repub- 
lican machine.

"|LIFE OF HERBERT SPENCER, — 
AND HIS MANY STRONG BOOKS 


HE death of Herbert Spencer, the 
i‘ well-known English philosopher 

and famous writer and founder of 
the system of synthetic philosophy, o¢- 
curred Tuesday, December 8, 1903, He 
was born in Derby, April 27, 1820. — 

His father was a teacher of mathe- 
matics and fond of the matural sciences, 
giving especial attention to entomology. 
Hie educated his son at home and instilled 
into him a love of observation. The boy 
was an only surviving child, lacking 
vigorous health, but fond of making ex- 
periments and collections illustrative of 
natural history. A part of the time he 
was under the tutelage of his uncle, 
Thomas Spencer. rector of the parish of 
Hinton. Poor health and a dislike for the 
classical] languages restrained young 
Spencer from a university training, but 
at the age of 17 he entered the office of 
Charles Fox, a railway engineer, and 
was engaged in this employment for 
about eight years, contributing now and 
then to The Civil Engineer and Archi- 
tects’ Journal. 

During this time, m 1842, he contributed 
a series of letters to The Noncomformist 
on ‘The Proper Sphere of Goverpment.” 
These letters point out that human 
progress grows out of environment, and 
constantly tends towards conditions of 
stable equilibrium. They indicate the 
early drift of his mind. In 1850 he elab- 
orated the ideas thus put forth into his 
first important, book, called ‘Social Stat- 
ics,” revised edition 1892. The position 
he took in these books is known as the 
laissez-faire theory, and all his life 
through Mr. Spencer was an uncompro- 
mising advocate of individual liberty, 
with the least possible interference on 
part of the stat@. 

In the first edition of ‘Social Statics” 
there was some small taint of socialism, 
but in his last edition he carefully elimi- 
nated it all. This work treats of ethical 
and political notions, for which he was 
seeking philosophical basis, That basis 
may have been suggested by Von Baer, 
for it states “the truth of organic de- 
velopment is a change from a state of 
homogenity to the state of heterogenity, 
a vrinciple that runs through all Spen- 
cer’s systematizing. He developed it more 
and more in articles contributed to the 
leading reviews. 

In 1848 he took his residence in Lon- 
don and joined the staff of The Econo- 
mist. He also found work to do for The 
Edinburgh and Westminster Reviews and 
through this association made friends of 
George H. Lewes and his consort, George 


Elliott. 
Spencer and Darwin. 

Because of his adaption of the prin- 
ciples of evolution, as outlined by the 
ethical and social growth of mankind in 
his “Social. Statics,” superficial lovers of 
éoincidence have seen fit to announce 
that he anticipated Darwin's doctrine 
nine years before the ‘‘Origin of Species” 
was published. This is more curious than 
important. It is true that a relation did 
exist between the work of the two men 
Spencer was a great coiner of phrases 
and invented many terms that became 
current In the discussion of Darwinism. 
On the other hand, Darwin contributed a 
vast mass of facts which were of great 
assistance to Spencer in working out his 
system of philosophy, But the doctrine of 
evolution was, by no means, the dis- 
covery of either. It is ag old as Democri- 
tus of Abdera. It was a speculation of 
Oken and Geothe. It is more than sug- 


gel had applied it to questions of history. 
The function - of Darwin was to supply 
the scientific proofs of evolution for 
natural history. The all mastering aim 
of Spencer was to apply it to psychology 
and society. The fundamental character- 
istics of Spencer’s history are that he 
saw the principle of development to be 
of universal application; that the world’s 
knowledge was sufficiently ripe and am- 
ple to work out an all embracing philoso- 
phy, verifiable of facts; above all, that 
he felt within himself the vocation and 
competence to do such a work. 

Whether Spencer is to be called a de- 
ductive or inductive rergoner is a matter 
of but little moment. Thus far no philo- 
sophical systematizer have been able to 
escape the necessity of using deductive 
processes, and Spencer was no exception 
to the rule. It is in the inductive verifica- 
tion of his postulates that his extraordi- 
mary skill, power, analysis and originality 
are chiefly to be found. 

Perhaps the part of Spenceér’s life from 
1850 to 1860 may be called one of in- 
cubation. It certainly was not one of 
extraordinary productiveness, He spoke 
to the world fhrough the periodical 
press. His essay on the ‘Development 
Hypothesis,’”’ published in The Leader in 
1852, indicates that he was reaching now 
toward a definite basis and method of 
work. The ‘Principles of Psychology’”’ 
first came out in 1855, but at the time 
attracted little attention, though his 
speculations were destined to work 
change in the study of that subject. Still, 
men like Mill, Grote, Tyndall and Hux- 
ley recognized th powerful grasp of 
Spencer’s reflection and logic and en- 
couraged him to grander work. 

Other publications of this period were 
“Manners and Fashions’ (1854), the

“Jealousies of . Science” (1854) and 
“Progress, Its Law and Cause” (1857). 
Plans Extensive Work. 

In 1869 Mr. Spencer prepared a pros- 
pectus of his system synthetic philosophy 
and fhe next year announced it to the 
world. He proposed a scheme requiring 
him to complete eleven yolumes in twen- 
ty years. He was thirty-three years at 
work upon it and then it had exceeded 
the original compass he had désigned. 
The work falls into five divjsions. First, 
the proper scope and limitations of 
philosophy; second, biology; third, psye 
chology; fourth, sociology; fifth, morals 
and the laws of social development. The 
first work in this series took the title of 
“First Principles’’ and appeared in 1862. 
The ‘Principles df Biology,” two vol- 
umes (1864), constitutes’ the second part 
of the system of synthetic philosophy. 
The aim of this work is to show that con- 


Sciousness is a product of a continuous 


evolution on lines corresponding to Dar- 
Win’s theory of structural and functional 
continuity in plants and animals. Per- 
ceptions of matter, motion, space and 
time, assumed in the “First Principles,” 
are here shown to have been acquired 
empiracally by men, partly through the 
persistence of corresponding external 
phenomena and partly through the tran- 
mission of a cumulative ancestral exper- 
ience in the form of modified structure. 


Views of Psychology Changed. 

The “Principles of Psychology’’ came 
out in two volumes in 1872, and is a 
recanting of the earlier work of 1855. It 
shifts around the scientific grounds of 
psychology from a dialetic to a physio- 
logical basis. 

The fourth branch of synthetic phi- 
losophy is treated in the ‘Principles of 
Sociology,’”’ which came out in 1876. It 
is now published in three volumes. The 
preparation of this work involved im- 
mense labor and erudition. Three years 
before he had put out a tentative volume 
under the title, “The Study of Sociol- 
ogy,” which had a very wide circulation. 
In it he opened the most complex, ex- 
tended and debatable ground. At the 
same titne he called to his aid three 
assistants and began to issue ‘‘Descrip- 
tive Sociology,” a gigantic collection of 
facts that he and they were gathering 
for the generalization of Spencer's phi- 
losophy. It was to be in eighteen parts 
and present ethic data, classified and put 
forth in quarto form. Its scope embraced 
the highest modern civilization, the man- 
ners and customs of aboriginees and 
those in the lowest scale of social life. 
It ranges from Papuans and negroes to 
the French, the English and the Ger- 
mans. 

Could Find No Publisher. 

At this. time Spencer was his own pub- 
lisher, having been driven to assume this 
responsibility in order tuo gain a hearing 
that the timidity of the publishing trade 
refused him. In 188! the ‘Descriptive 
Sociology’’ ceased with the eighth part 
because there was no money available 
for its production. The psychological 
branch of Mr. Spencer's inquiry now em- 
braces three parts; ‘‘Ceremonial Institu- 
gions,”’ (1879); ‘“‘{Political Institutions 
(1885); the three volumes’ constituting 
the work known as “Principles of Socio- 
ology.”’ 

Hheredity is one of the principles by 
which individuals have been brought in- 
to social unity. Society is an organism, 
in Mr. Spencer’s view, because it has 
interdependence of parts and laws of 
growth. Unlike the individual organism, 
“there is no socia] sensorium,”’ but other- 
wise it truly gives rise to a political de- 
velopment which Spencer calls a super- 
organic evolution. 

Morals. 

The culminating and crucial part of 
Mr. Spencer’s system deals with morals. 
To this all the rest is auxillary. He 
opened the subject in the “Data of Eth- 
ics,’’ 1879; he completed it in three parts, 
of which the first comprised the data 
named, and the induction of ethics; ani 
second, the “Ethics of Individual Life’’ 
and the ‘‘Ethics of Social Life;’” ‘“Jus- 
tice,” 1891; and the third in “Negative 
Beneficence and Positive Beneficence.”’ 
1893. In this work he announced all 
former adherence to an intuitive basis 
of morality. For him conscience is the 
product of evolution. Perhaps here Mr. 
Spencer’s work was the most unsatisfac- 
tory to himself as it is the most debatable 
to others. Here he most felt the 
infirmity and inadequacy of his methods. 
He confessed that the conditions of hu- 
man life were too complex for “definite 
conclusions throughout its entire range.’ 

His treatise on ‘‘Education”’ (1861), 
went through more editions than any of 
his books and exerted a decided influence 
upon the theories of pedagogics. His 
“Classification of the Sciences’ (1864), 
aimed to substitute a better scheme 
for the fantastic plan of ‘“‘Comte.”’ 
To these works may be added 
“Essays,” “Scientific,” ‘Political and 
Speculative,’ (three volumes 1858-1892) 
Spontaneous Generation, (1870); ‘The 
Coming Slavery, or Man Versus the 
State” (1874); “A plea for the Highest 
Personal Liberty,” and ‘Factors of Or- 
ganic Evolution,” (1887).

IS MADE KNOWN

Diphtheritic Cases WIIl be 
Quarantined Twenty-One 
Days. 


The rule of the state board of health 
for diptheritic cases has been secured by 
Dr. J. P. Kennedy, the health officer of 


Atlanta. 

Its principal requirement is that a 
quarantine be maintained for twenty-one 
days in all cases, regardless of the time 
of the disappearance Of the baccillus of 
diptheria. This regulation will be strict- 
ly enforced by Dr. Kennedy in the future. 

Considerable concern has been taken 
both by the board of health and the 
physicians of Atlanta in the matter of the 
new laws regarding quarantines and the 
other regulations for contagious and in- 
fectious diseases, and will therefore be 
read with interest. 

Several days ago Dr. Kennedy directed 
a communication to Dr. Willias F. West- 
moreland, president of the state board of 
health, asking him for the rules and regu- 
lations regarding the length of time for 
quarantining diptheritic cases, 

The New State Law. 

Dr. Westmoreland replied as follows: 

“Dr. J. P. Kennedy, Health Officer, 
City—Dear Sir: Replying to your letter 
regarding t..e length of tim eof quaran- 
tining diptheritic cases by the state board 
of health, I desire to Say that we fol- 
lowing rules have been adopted: 

“The diagnosis should be based upon 
a bacteriological examination, Quarantine 
and isolation of the patient from persons 
and domestic animals for twenty-one 
days, and posting of the house for the 
same length of time. Or, where it is 
practical to make bacteriological exami- 
nation, the quarantine should be main- 
tained until the baccillus of diptheria 
appears, regardless of the length of time,

FOR CHARA 


Sentiment Among Republicans 
Strongly Favors Return of Leader 


If Johnson Takes the Office He Will 
Be Indorsed by Georgia Re- 
publicans for the Vice Presi- 
dency—Barnes and Pled- 
ger Candidates. 


Georgia republicans are beginning to 
figure on who is to be the next chairman 
of the state republican committee, which 
persOnage is generally the recognized 
leader of the party in Georgia, and ac- 
cording to present indications there is 
likely to be a lively contest for the lead- 


ership. 

It ig jearned that there is a strong and 
growing sentiment over the state in fa- 
vor of again placing Walter H. Johnson, 
United Stgies marshal for the northern 
district of Georgia, at the head of the 
party In the state, and the statement is 
made by prominent republican politicians 
that if Mr. Johnson will accept the chair- 
manship will be given him by the state 
convention at the meeting to be held 
shortly. If Mr. Johnson becomes chalir- 
man it is understood that in all proba- 
bility he will be indorsed by Georgia re- 
publicans for the vice presidency, if such 
a@ move should meet with the approval of 


the administration. 

Mr. Johnson has been recognized for 
some time as leader of the party in Geor- 
gia and the feeling prevails that he should 


be made leader in name as well as in fact. 
The friends of the marshal are anxious 
to see him again in active control of 
Georgia republicanism, and it is stated 
that a vigorous effort will be made to 
induce him to accept the chairmanship. 
His friends are equally desirous of having 
his name placed before thie national 
republican convention for the second 
place on the national ticket. 

Mr. Johnson succeeded the late Colonel 
Alfred E. Buck as leader of the republican 
party in this state, the former becom- 
ing chairman in !897, at the time Colonel 
Buck was appointed United States min- 
ister to Japan. Mr. Johnson resigned the 
chairmanship last year. 

Candidates for the Place. 

It is also understood that J. M. Barnes, 
of Macon, United States marshal for the 
southern district of Georgia, is a candi- 
date for the chairmanship, and also that 
W. <A. Pledger, colored, the chair- 
nan, is seeking reelection. Mr. Barnes is 
a strong factor in the ranks of repub- 
licanism and wields much political in- 
fluence. He is regarded as a strong fa- 
vorite. Pledger was vice chairman under 
Mr. Johnson, and succeeded to the chair- 
manship when the marshal resigned. 

Pledger is now in Washington, having 
gone there, it is stated, to be present at 
the meeting of the national republican 
committee Friday. Marshal Johnson is 
absent from the city, and it is understood 
that he is also in Washington. 

It is expected that Pledger will re- 
turn to Atlanta shortly after the meet- 
ing of the national committee and call 
a meeting of the state committee to pro- 
vide for the holding of the state conven- 
tion, which is to choose four delegates 
from the state at large to the national] 
convention. Congressional district pri- 
maries to select delegates, two from each 
d'strict, to the national convention, will 
probably precede the state convention. 

Much interest is being aroused In the 
political situation and a number of lively 
fights for plans of delegates are antici- 
pated. The report that the country sec- 
tions of the fifth district are planning 
to combine and eliminate Atlanta from 
any representation in the national conven- 
tion has caused much comment. 

It was stated yesterday by a well 
known republican that it is believed the 
matter will be settled by allowing the 
country sections to elect the colored del- 
egate and the city to elect the white 
delegates. It is thought the country will 
be satisfied with one delegate. Hereto- 
fore, the city has elected the whole del- 
gation. The opinion prevails that Atlanta 
will get, at least, three of the four dele- 
gates from the state at large.

Chicago, December 9.—Hesitation of 
support of the big operator who recently

Traders who had expected a big ad- 
vance in wheat as a result of manipula- 
tion by the leader of the b ulls were dis- 
appointed.
